Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 

allowable for the substantially the same reasons already stated in Paper No. 7, the 

Office Action mailed 20 March 2003, since the amendment was made in order to more 

clearly describe the invention. None of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests the 

apparatus comprising a pixel structure as claimed by Applicant, comprising a pyro- 

optical film disposed on a surface of a platform, said pyro-optical film having an optical 

transmissivity at the wavelength of an optical carrier beam that depends on the 

temperature of the film as defined in the claims, in combination with the other 

limitations, each arranged and functioning in response to incident low-level radiation 

and an optical carrier beam, as recited in claim 1 . Claims 2-15 and 17-19 allowable by 

virtue of their dependency upon claim 1 .
